In the outstart we will say, 
that when you have secured GOOD SEED, you have gained half the battle. The next point is the thorough

TO GET OUR SEED. 


The best soil for Watermelons is a rich, light sandy loam, that has not been in cultivation for 
in a manner subsoiling your land.
